With a five-ton bomb load and 
using only the normal built-in 
tanks, a B-29 fuels with about 
5,500 gallons for an ordinary 12 
hours of flying to a target, drop 
ping bombs and reaching a friend 
ly base. With extra tanks mounted 
in an unused bomb-bay, the fuel 
load can be increased to about 
6,700 gallons. 


Using only standard equipment, 
B-29s now fly as much as 4,600 
miles. The refueling method can 


stretch this range vastly, depend- 
‘ing upon what point in flight the 
‘refueling can be done.

‘hand down its judgment Thurs- 
day. Sentences will be imposed 
Saturday. 

| The 22 men commanded 500 
‘picked plug-uglies from the SS 
(Nazi Elite Guard) who carried 
‘out the instructions of Adolph 
Hitler and Heinrich Himmler to 
kill every Jew, every Gypsy, ev- 
ery “racial undesirable” in the 
German Army’s wake. 

| In Poland and Western Rus- 
‘sia they killed 1,000,000 men, 
women and children. The victims 
‘were lined up and shot, or gassed 
in mobile vans. They were buried 
‘in piles that resembled stacked 
‘cordwood. One of the defendants 
admits responsibility for 90,000 
slayings. 

The defendants pleaded they 
‘acted under superior orders. Judge 
‘Musmanno, who is from Pitts- 
burgh, Pa., indicated he will dwell 
on this in the judgment, to es- 
‘tablish just how far superior or- 
derg can go.

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It Is Proper To Fire the Furnace 


There comes a time when even the big- 
gest, most efficient furnace must be re- 
fueled, lest the flame die and it cease to 
function. 


The nation’s economy is a wonderful 
sort of furnace, capable of generating its 
own fuel. But for seven years now it has 
been burning at a furious rate and all the 
while the excess of its produce mostly has 
been drained off in the form of heavy 


taxes. 


It is time the furnace was fired again, 
and that is among the chief purposes of 
the income tax reduction measure which 
the Congress wisely has passed over Presi- 
dent Truman’s veto. 


For it must be considered that even 
with this reduction, the Federal Govern- 
ment alone will continue to collect more 
than one-fifth of the national income in 
taxes. This is in addition to the $12,000,- 
000,000 collected each year by the State 
and local governments. 


The tax measure admittedly leaves 
much to be desired in the way of equity. 
But it at least is a step in the right direc- 
tion and among its notable features is the 
community property provision which en- 
ables husbands and wives in all 48 States 
to share income for tax purposes. 


President Truman objected to the tax 
cut chiefly because he felt (1) it would 
be inflationary and (2) because of the 
threatening international situation. The 


validity of the first is questionable, de-— 


pending upon many factors. But consid- 
ering the argument sound, is it not true 


that we also are adding to the inflation 
risk by assisting in the rehabilitation of 
Europe, which nearly all of us admit is 
necessary and desirable? And is our own 
economic well-being less vital than that 
of our friends ‘abroad? 


As to the second, it seems basic to us 
that a sound national economy is the most 
effective means of dealing with a threat- 
ening international situation. It is not 
money that makes us strong. It is the 
ability to produce. 


The President said, too, that the argu- 
ment that a tax cut would stimulate more 
investment in productive industry was in- 
validated by the fact that $16,000,000,000 
was invested in new plants during the 
past year under the abnormal tax load. 
He failed to take into consideration, how- 
ever, the statistical fatt that 74 percent 
of the new capital obtained by industry 
last year was in the form of bond issues 
and bank loans, not in common stocks 
which provide the only real measure of 
available risk capital. 


We do not seek to minimize the grave 
situation confronting the country today. 
But when in the past 15 years has not a 
crisis of one sort or another faced us? 
It now is imperative that we build up our 
internal strength to lend incentive to the 
productive capacity, that for a quarter 
of a century has been the secret of our 
leadership, so as to produce the goods and 
the dollars which we and the world need. 


Our economic furnace needs stoking. 
And a tax cut is the surest means of do- 


ing it.

The illusion of economy which govern- 
ment ownership attempts to give is aptly 
illustrated in the decision of New York 
City not to increase the present five-cent 
fare on the municipally owned subways. 

The subway system now is losing 
money at the rate of about $1,000,000 a 
week. And for that reason, taxpayers will 
be called upon for increased taxes to the 
amount of $52,000,000, including an in- 
crease in real estate assessments and a 
doubled tax on gross receipts of business 
firms. 


Thus, several million residents of New

The Italian 
Crisis and Failure 


Benito Mussolini was a very good man at 
bleating. And one of his loudest bleats from his 
balcony was that he had eliminated Communism 
from the minds and the hearts of Italians. 

Now the world is face to face with the Italian elections of April 
18, and Communism is given a chance to win them and a very 
excellent chance to capture about 40 percent of the contested seats. 

The latter success would give them the open door to proceed 
as in the countries of middle Europe if the government formed 
should include the Communists.

from the government makes it possible for the government to make 
a few decisions without the eternal delay and confusion wrought 
by Communists. 

So if the Communists fail to get as much as 50 percent of the 
Italian vote the government thereafter formed will do well to 
refuse any representative at all to the Soviet loyalists in Italy, who 
openly and vigorously are supported by Moscow. 

Benito Mussolini had merely held down his people, as Franco 
holds his in Spain, and forced them to live in a sterile atmosphere 
of fraudulent loyalty and culture. 
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Fault Nevertheless, we are at fault in Italy because of our fail- 
ure to have a program after the Germans were driven out. 

Italy obviously had long been ready for a political change. 
Overthrow of Mussolini long had been awaited my Italians with a 
genuine desire to create a representative government. 

But when Mussolini was gone the people were found to be 
apathetic. Twenty years of not being allowed to make choices and 
decisions had made their mental attitude as limp as their own 
spaghetti. 

Also the British and American military governments offered 
no program at all.

nment needs for paper. We are the greatest pro- 
ducers of newspapers and magazines and we are the masters of ad- 
vertising techniques.

clique.

Our whole policy was one of indecision. 


Soviets Uncle Joe’s boys always have a plan. It may be a lie 

and it may reek with fraud. But there always is a 
plan and it always is heralded with books extolling its virtues, 
suanuciics Singing its praises and newspapers crying out its strength. 

The Italians recognized the new Italian Government in 1944, 
acting without consultation of the Allies. This opened the door 
to the newly created Italian Communist Party which was being 
led by Italians who had been in training in Moscow. 

The new Party got thousands of tons of paper and it was fi- 
nanced by billions of lire printed for the occupation forces. 

The Communists took over the Labor Party and labor unions. 
The unions, newly created after having been out of existence under 
Mussolini, didn’t know their way around. The Communists did. The 
Communists also infiltrated into the co-operative groups. They 
created youth movements, women’s organizations, and they had 


a tough private army.

The Revolt Is More Than Just Talk 


WASHINGTON—It is not generally known, but quiet steps are being taken within the party to 


implement the revolt against President Truman. 


By that it is meant that those who have been 


clamoring for the President to step aside and open the way for some other man to receive the Demo- 
cratic nomination are not confining themselves to talking. More action is taking place beneath the 


surface than is apparent to the public. 

The program being undertaken is to go out 
and line up as many State delegations against the 
President's nomination as it is possible to get. 
Leaders in the opposition to Mr. Truman are natu- 
rally going about this quietly, not wishing to 
stir up the situation any more than is necessary. 


What they hope to accomplish is to pre- 
sent the President with a fait accompli some- 
time before the national convention meets 
in July. If enough State delegations can 
be brought inte line with the program, 


leaders in the group will then call on Mr. 
Truman and appraise him of the opposition 


within the party to his nomination. 


In that way an opportunity would be given 
him to step down gracefully, without risking 
defeat at the convention. It is not contemplated 
at the moment that Mr. Truman would be con- 
fronted with any formal demands that he sur- 
render all claims to the nomination. 

Rather it is suggested that those behind the 
movement to have him replaced as the head of 
the ticket go over the situation with him frankly 
and honestly. He would be told of the feeling 
within the party that his chances of election 
seem hopeless, and an appeal would be made 
to him to stand aside in, the hope of the Demo- 
crats being able to nominate someone with a 
chance to win. 

Many of the President's friends believe that 
if the matter is handled in this way he will bow 
himself out of the picture. On the other hand, 
if the fight against him is carried too far in the

Is the Constitution Meaningless?

All the controversy and confusion about the State Milk Board 
would seem to indicate that no one pays much attention to the 
Georgia State Constitution. 

The State Milk Board, authorized by the State Legislature, 
fixes the price of milk within certain areas of the State and pre- 
vents “free enterprise” by forbidding milk producers and proces- 
sors to compete with one another in the sale of milk. 

Such a monopolistic situation is indeed strange in view of the 
fact that the Georgia State Constitution expressly forbids ‘“con- 
tracts to defeat competition.” 

In Article 4, Section 4, Paragraph 1 of the State Constitution 
we have these solemn words: “All contracts and agreements, 
which may have the effect, or be intended to have the effect, to 
defeat or lessen competition, or to encourage monopoly, shall be 
illegal and void. The General Assembly of this State shall have 
NO POWER to authorize any such contract or agreement.” 

Again we ask: Is the State Constitution meaningless?

Mr. Stokes may live in a community where real 
estate interests are highly organized and apart- 
ments rent for $50, $75 and $100°per month, but 
in Spalding County houses near me rent for 50 
cents a room per week. I know four or five 
widows who have small houses, their only means 
of support. One had to borrow money to pay 
her taxes: one sold lots to pay taxes. Small 
houses rent like they did 12 years ago. One 
house rents for $3 per week. #Four men live 
there. They make about $40 per week, each one. 
The House of Representatives tried to help us, 
because we have writen them our troubles. They 
could not hold out because of the powerful pres- 


sure groups on them.

Editor Constitution: An effort has been made 
to capitalize on the fact that in New Mexico 
and North Dakota, Catholic Religious serve 
as teachers in some of the public schools. There 
seems to be no effort, however, to inform the 
public that in New Mexico and a few other 
places in this country where Catholic Religious 
happen to be teaching in the public schools, 
it was not through an insistence on the part of 
the Catholic Church, but rather for the reason 
that the public school authorities requested such 
teachers because they could not provide effi- 
cient instructors in any other way. 

Gov. Thomas J. Mabry, of New Mexico, issued 
a statement in regard to the controversy which 
had arisen in that State. In this statement, Gov. 
Mabry, who explained that he spoke as a Protes- 
tant, said: 

“The Protestants and Catholics had no diffi- 
culty getting along in New Mexico for many 
years. I am sure that the thinking people of our 
State resent the suggestion that a Catholic sister 
who has secured sufficient college credits and 
has passed the required examinations would be 


any more ineligible to teach in the public schools 
than any otfer religious denomination. 

“The Catholic Church has for years operatéd 
schools in out-of-the-way places where publie 
schools were not available, and it was the only 
organization which provided education for the 
scattered population of these areas. 

“In a few places the sisters are teaching in 
the public schools and so are Baptists and Meth- 
odists, and some, doubtless, with no religious af- 
filiation at all Because the sisters have taught 
in the schools mentioned for several years, they 
have become entitled under our laws to tenure 
of office, the same as other teachers, but in all 
cases they met all qualifications set by the De 
partment of Education. We make no distinction 
in New Mexico as to the religion of teachers.” 

Answering questions proposed to him by a 
minister in Virginia, Gov. Mabry said that the 
State law forbids any student to be required to 
attend or participate in any religious service; 
that the sisters who teach pay State income 
tax, and that no appropriations are made to any 
Catholic school or other denominational school 
or charitable institution except as the State Con- 
stitution provides. » 

There are ministers teaching, and some of 
them serving as principals, in public schools in 
all but a few of the United States. The very 
able State Superintendent of Schools in Georgia 
is a Baptist Minister, but if any Catholic in Geor- 
gia, or the writer of the letter to The Constitu- 
tion, has ever urged a law to make such an 
arrangement a violation of law, we have not 
heard of it.

Law Section of the Library of Congress which 
had been created by the Seventy-ninth Congress 
after considerable investigation, and on recom- 
mendation of the Budget Bureau, to collect State 


laws and to summarize important measures. 
The States, themselves, wanted this service and 
helped, both individually and through the Coun- 
cil of State Government, to get it started and 
operated. Originally the Budget Bureau had 
advised its creation to provide Federal Depart- 
ments and agencies with reliable and up-to-date 
information on State legislation more efficiently, 
more promptly and at less cost. 

It was eliminated, before it had really got 
started, on the excuse that Congress had not 
authorized it specifically by law. The State 
Council of Governments, which.has interested 
itself in restoring it, has met considerable resis- 
tance in trying to get an authorization bill started 
in Congress. 

Similarly, the House recently cut down con- 
siderably the funds for the Bureau of Labor 
Standards in the Labor Department which has 
performed a valuable service in collecting data 
on iridustrial safety and sanitation, legislation 
for the benefit of workers and the like, which 
States and local governments found most helpful 
in providing for the welfare of their citizens. 

All these services are in the best tradition ‘of 
a co-operative relationship between Federal Gov- 
ernment and States which has been emphasized 
in recent years by the Governors’ Conference 
and the Council of State Governments, as dis- 
tinguished from the hidebound and outmoded 
“State Rights” doctrine, on one hand, and a cen- 
tralized Government, on the other. States and 
local governments must be strengthened to ful- 
fill their obligations under this co-operative 
relationship. 

A democracy, and the government of a de- 
mocracy, must be well-informed if it is to func- 
tion efficiently and effectively. 

The Senate has an opportunity to restore these 
Government services.

WASHINGTON—I was sitting there on my perch in the press gallery watching the lawmakers turn 


President Truman's tax veto into confetti. 


And for better or worse, I got to thinking. The Presi- 
dent's up the same creek with Congress that Herbert Hoover was in 1932.

@ratic Congress slapping a Republican President in the face. This isn’t mere hearsay; I was there. 
I worked for the United Press then and I was fresh from covering gangster uprisings in Chi- 


eago. I suppose I knew more synonyms for the 
word lood” than anybody, but this was no 
help in Capital. 

The late great Ray Clapper was UP Bureau 

here at that time, arid he said: “Son, 

there’s only one place for a man green in Wash- 

— to learn the ropes. I’m putting you in the 

House.” He meant nothing ever happened 

there. I could sit there and learn a little about 
how the town worked. 


And that’s the way it was during that last 
fantastic year of Hoover in the White House. 
It didn’t matter much what he suggested to 

those Democrats in charge of Congress; they 
esl yreaeg When they passed a bill, he 
usually vetoed it. Then, with a roar of ayes 
ag adopt the bill over his veto. Nothing 
much seemed to pass between Capitol Hill 
and 1600 Pennsylvania Ave., except insults. 


And every morning two other news service 
men and I would turn up at the White House for 
enother day of sitting in the big leather chairs. 
Other reporters seldom appeared, but we had to 
be there just in case something should happen. It 
never did, but we kept on hoping.

He'd look at the three of us and say, “Good morn- 
ing, gentlemen. ” We'd reply, “Good morning, Mr.

cringe when confronted by a leather chair. Hour 
after hour after hour, we'd sit. We'd jump up to 
interview occasional visitors to the President, but 
they never had anything to say, either. 
Sometimes we'd play rummy with the Secret 
Service agents. On nice days we’d sit on the front 
steps of the Executive Offices and feed peanuts to. 
the White House squirrels. But mostly we stayed 


. inside, waiting for the news that never came. 


Occasionally the President would go fishing 
at Rapidan, Va., and we’d wheel along behind 
him. He was the only fisherman I ever saw in a 
high, stiff collar. We liked Hoover, but none of 
dee € got to know him well. We didn’t call him 
sé er Pd 


What little news there was was bad. The 
President’s veto messages came out in mimeo- 
graphed form. The anguished screams from 
Congress always brought word from the Pres- 
ident’s Secretary's Secretary: No comment. 
bers White House was as glum as it was 
grim. 


So much for ancient history The way those 
tax-cutting gents in Congress yowled “aye” leads 
me to believe that history is about to repeat, with 
nothing changed except the political parties re 
versed. If that’s the way it’s going to be, I can 
only thank Providence I’m no longer a White 
House reporter. I don’t believe I could take 
those leather chairs again.

' Leeper’s a Left-hander 
In Every Way 


Mason Leeper, the Crackers’ kid left-hander, 
has not turned 20 years of age. Yet even now 
he is almost a legend in baseball. 

It would take another “Gone with the Wind” 
to relate all the stories about the kid’s compara- 
tively short career, which started with the Crack- 

ers back in the war year of 1944. 
He was signed off the North Carolina sandlots, a wild, 
fast 16-year-old left-hander’s left-hander. 

And most of the stories about him since have been concerned 
with him getting wilder instead of steadying down as you would 
expect most normal kids to do. 

He spent 1944 with Atlanta. .. . Spent it pitching batting 
practice and sitting on the side of the dugout during the 
games, eating peanuts and offering them to umpires, team- 
mates and opposing players without favoritism. 

Under wartime baseball regulations, teams were allowed to 
sign Legion sandlotters but they weren't allowed to farm them out 
unless the boy himself requested it. 

Most kids who were in the same category as Leeper, like 

Red Hollis for one, asked to be sent out so they could play. 

But not the kid southpaw. He preferred sitting on the edge of 
the Cracker dugout, eating his peanuts. 


Walked 19 So that’s how the kid’s fabulous career started. The 

next three years he spent traveling around the 
Cracker farm system with stops at Burlington, Waycross and 
Gainesville. , 

It was in the Florida City last season that the most amazing 
of all the stories was born. 

Leeper’s wildness had really become a legend by this time. 
Games in the Florida State League pitched by Leeper were trace- 
marked by box scores which read: “Bases on balls, off Leeper, 17; 
strike outs, by Leeper, 15.” 

Maybe sometimes he would reverse the order and strike 
out 17 and walk only 15. Sometimes it would vary one or two. 
But that was the general pattern. 

Grover Hartley's Daytona Beach Club was scheduled to face the 
wild southpaw in a Florida State League game. Hartley ordered 
his team not to take their bats off their shoulders, not to swing 
at a thing. 

For five innings every man Leeper faced either walked or was 
called out on strikes. 

After five innings, Daytona Beach was leading, 6-5. They 
started swinging in the sixth, gotea hit in the seventh, and 
finally won the game, 11-9. ° 
That was the game in which Leeper set the League record 

for bases on balls with 19 free trips to first. The seventh inning 
single was the only hit he gave up.

Soil conservationists, livestock

They furnish grazing as follows, 
he said: 

“Fescue during January, Feb- 
ruary and March, ladine clover) 
during April and until the sericea 


May until Sept. 15, and kudzu 
from Sept. 15, until it is consumed 
in the early Winter. 


“These are the minimum dates, 
even with this minimum) 
amount of grazing from each crop 
we have year-round weatherproof 
grazing. The worst periods of the 
year are the Fall droughts and 
the frosty days of Winter. Kudzu 
can withstand the drought easily 
and fescue can take the bitterest 
Winters and still provide grazing.” 

W. J. Orr, farmer, says it is

pril to June and harvest a seed 
crop and then rest it until needed 
in the Winter. 

Cope says it is best to keep 
kudzu for the Fall droughts rather 
than use it when other Summer 
plants are available.
